is that they keep the horse from shy.

(should wear blinkers," says a writer 
Jn tbe Bulletin of the 3, P. C. A, "This 
is shown Tiy the fact that there are 
tens of thousands of horses worklbs 
satisfactorily without them, not only 
in privatt carriages, but in cabs, vans 
a'nd ambulances .and in townti" where 
the traffic is thickest.
